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$20,000 FEDERAL GRANT FUND 
SEWAGE SURVEY 


The Town of Wilmington has 
received a Federal Grant of 
$20,000, for expenses for the 
surveying and engineering of 
the proposed sewerage system, 
to be made a part of the Met- 
rq@olitan District Sewerage 
system. 

The $20,000 grant, by the 
Community Facility Agency of 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Administration was made avail- 
able last Thursday morning. ™ 
Joseph Courtney was notified 
of the grant by a direct tel- 
ephone call from William Jones 
Regional Administrator, in New 
Yark City. 

Speaking of the event, Mr 
Courtney paid tribute to the 
work of Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, ‘who was very 
helpful in expediting the de- 
cisions leading to this grant: 

The grant, which is the form 

of a loan, was first applied 
for in 1953 by Wilmington, af- 
ter a study by the MDC had 
completed a study which indic- 
ated that it would be feasible 
for Wilmington to join the 
Northern Sewerage District of 
the MDC, 
The money will be used to 
study the route, and prepare 
plans for the eventual laying 
of sewer lines through Winches 
ter and Wobum to South Wil- 
mington, presumably coming in- 
to Wilmington at about the 
site of the National Poly- 
chemicals Plant on Eames St. 

The sewerage, which will be 
presumably voted in the Town 
Meeting of March 9th, will be 
for the Southern Industrial 
District of Wilmington. Court - 
ney has recently stated that 
Wilmington lost an opportunity 
to acquire a million dollar 
plant last year because the 
towi has no sewage disposal 
system. He also stated that 
one such plant would pay for a 
sewage system.

Town Manager Courtney, at the Wilmington Tax 
Payers Association Meeting on February th had 
his say on a questim that has been raised in 
Wilmington, concerning the fact that the Prin- 
cipal Assessor has been dcing work which some 
people think should be done by the Water De- 
partment. It was, we believe, the-first time 
that Courtney had spoken publicly on the sub- 
ect. 

*Teritaer, replying ta a question from the 
audience was careful to say that he was attempt 
ing tic keep out of political questions. He was, 
he said, only interested in giving the town an 
efficient administratim, and it was his work 
in this direction of which he was speaking. 

The Principal Assessor is being employed on 
his own time, to change the water billing sys- 
tem, Courtney said. 

Water! Department billing is being changed so 
that it will be the same as the new real-estate 
record and tax-billing system. This was being 
done under a vote of the town back in 1942, when 
it was vcted that unpaid water bills should be- 
come a lien on the property. With the unpaid 
water bills averaging $12,000 yearly, it was 
necessary to do something. 

In order that’ a lien be created for wmpaid 
water bills it was necessary to follow exactly 
the same procedure as is used in real estate 
tax bills. 

The new record and billing system cf these 
bills, set up as a result of the revaluation 
cf last year, employed the new Addressograph 
system. 

The Addressograph system was very convenient 
and was in charge of the Assessors. They are 
responsible for it. The Principal Assessor is 
in charge of it.

The new real estate tax system divides the 
town into blocks and numbered lots. The new 
water billing system uses exactly that same sys 
tem, the block and lot number system of the As- 
sessors.’ By using the same system a control is 
provided which was not previously available, in 
that the Collector of Taxes now knows what bill 
is due.’ The water bills are prepared, signed 
by the Commissioners, and sent to the Collector 
in exactly the same manner as the Assessors 
send tax bills to the Collector. The Collector 
has to collect’ the mmey, unless it is abated

by the Commissioners, as the Assessors some- 
times abate a Tax Bill. 

The new system provides a "desk audit' to 
determine who is using water, an audit that was 
not previously available. Moreover, the Lien 
Act, as previously mentioned, requires an exact 
description of the property, and what better 
way is there to be exact than to use the same 
phrases that the Assessors use? 

Because the Principal Assessor was the man 
in charge of the Addressograph, and because he

b. Do not accept the ‘Enab- 
ling’ act on the grounds, for 
industry - let the industry 
pay for it. Unless definite 
financial proposals or commit- 
tments from our present indus- 
tries are f rthcoming, then it 
does become the ‘bad gamble,’ 

I honestly feel that the town 
should accept the Enabling Act 
Provided the tom does receive 
definite financial proposals 
from the present industry of 
the tow. 

The Enabling Act has definite 
good features: 

a. Brought into the town at a 
minimum cost: 

b. Could and should be paid 
by the industry in the tow;

He reported that this in- 
crease was the largest ever 
experienced by the Company, 
except for the period right 
after World War 11, and that 
it brought total telephones in 
service to 2,818,962, 

He called 1956 ‘one of the 
most active years in the his- 
tory of our business’ ‘- a year 
in which the Company made the 
largest investment in new and 
improved facilities, and a 
year in which employment, re- 
venues and expenses increased 
and more new capital was 
brought into the business. 

‘While earnings on invested 
capital were at a rate some- 
what above the average postwar 
level,’ Mr White said, ‘they 
declined from 6.32 per cent 
for the preceding year to 6.26 
per cent for the year 1956. 
Net income per share was $9.01 
compared with $8.95 for the 
year before. But, for the last 
quarter, the annual rate had 
dropped to $8.85 reflecting 
the addition of 611,000 new 
shares in September. 

‘Truly the year 1956 pointed 
up the difficult problem of 
building, expanding and im- 
proving facilities on a large 
scale during a period of ris- 
ing costs. But we cannot se- 
lect the period that is most 
favorable for our expansion. 
We must build to meet public 
demands for service whenever 
they are made upon us - con-" 
fident that through operating 
economies and increases in the 
prices we charge for telephone 
service whenever they are nec- 
essary, adequate earnings can 
be maintained.” 

Mr White’s report brings out: 
That the Company’s expendi - 
tures for new construction in 
1956 amounted to $111,000,000- 
that construction in 1957 and 
1958 will exceed $220,000, 000- 


that the construction program 
the Company embarked on after 
the war has amounted to 
$633,000,000 to date - that 
the present total plant in- 
vestment of $904,000,000 may 
reach $1 billion before the 
end of 1957. 

‘Because of the construction 
job for the next two years a- 
mounting to $220,000,000’, Mr 
White said, ‘large amounts of 
additional new capital will be 
required. It will be necessary 
to undertake periodic perma- 
nent financing of our short 
term borrowings by the issu- 
ance of stock or debt securi- 
ties. In view of the current 
tight money market, it is all 
the more necessary that our 
credit be preserved through 
the maintenance of satisfac- 
tary earnings levels in order 
to carry out this financing 
successfully.’ 

Mr White noted that the plant 
investment per average Company 
telephone has gone up, from 
$220 in 1946 to $302 in 1956 
and that this rise resulted 
from increasing construction 
costs during the period. 

‘In a business like ours,’he 
said, ‘it is very important 
that the prices we charge for 
service be kept in line with 
the higher investment required 
to provide it. In fact, it is 
necessary that this increasing 
investment be anticipated in 
establishing rates for tele- 
phone service.’ ? 

Mr White pointed also to con- 
tinually rising costs of oper- 
ation and cited wages as the 
Company’ s biggest single cost 
in providing service, or about 
two-thirds of operating ex- 
penses, not counting taxes. AS 
to taxes, he said the Companys 


$50,000,000, an increase of 
11.6 per cent over 1955, and 
were the Company's biggest tax 
bill ever. 

‘Through operating economies 
and greater efficiency,’ he 
said,, ‘steps are regularly be- 
ing taken to offset these con- 
tinually increasing costs of 
operation. Substantial as 
these steps have been and will 
continue to. be, they are far 
from adequate to overcome the 
impact of wage, material and 
tax increases which have so 
characterized this postwar in- 
flationary period.’ 

Mr White’s report said that 
the 1956 growth in the Com- 
pany’s business included many 
services newly available. He 
cited particularly the serv- 
ice features such as answering 
and recording sets,, push -but- 
ton telephones, cordless 
switchboards, speakerphones, 
mobile radio and teletype 
services as playing new roles 
in thousands of New England 
industrial and commercial 
firms. 

The report-also described 
many service improvements and 
cited as the biggest strides 
the provision of dial equip- 
ment for the handling of both 
local and long distance calls. 
During the year, 49 more cen- 
tral offices were converted to 
dial operation. At the end of 
the year dial-operated tele- 
phones were over 81 per cent 
of the Company's total tele- 
phones, as compared with 50 
per cent in 1945. 

With reference to the further 
installations during 1956 of 
Direct Distance Dialing - 
which permits telephone users 
themselves to dial certain 
distant cities and toms - the 
report said, ‘A real start has 
been made in the introduction
